reported to your committee, from their own observation, the existence of very 


many small trout in different parts of tho river, thus proving the brood of two 
seasons, and resulting, no doubt, from the spawning fish which they have in 
that time turned into the water.” 

The convictions for poaching during the past year, and the due staking of 
the river were next alluded to, and the report thus proceeds :— 

“The trout season of last year was a very successful one, several members 
of the society having succeeded in landing a considerable quantity of very 
excellent trout of good size and condition, and there is every reason to hope 
that the present will be equally, if not more satisfactory, several very fine fish 
having already been captured, and, as they must now rapidly increase in 
number and of sufficient size to take out of the water, the sport for jack, 
perch, barbel, roach, dace, chub, bream, &c., has been very good, and from the 
written reports which your committee receive every quarter from the bailiffs 
of the state of the riveras regards fishing, &c., they have heard of some 
excellent days not only by the members, but amongst those anglers who it is 
to be regretted are deriving the benefit of the exertions of this society without 


| contributing to its support when they can well afford to doso. The financial 


position of the society is still of an encouraging character, but from the special 


| donations, which were given last year towards the increased expenses which 


your committee had necessarily tojincur in improving the fishery, and in 
carrying out the object of the donors, the receipts for the year just past is not 
so large, nor the balance in hand so great. Your committee must keep up the 
time-honoured custom of annually dining together, and they hope on that oc- 
casion, in June next, to meet a goodly muster of their members and friends, 
and thus give evidence that anglers, in addition to practising their favourite 


| avocation, can fully and fairly enjoy the national characteristics of English 


life, and appreciate the legitimate exercise of those feelings of friendshp which 
unite men together in upholding all those glorious institutions and customs of 
this country. In concluding their report your committee would renew their 
claims upon the angling public for support, and, when the importance and 
value of their work is taken into consideration, they feel that those claims are 
not of an ordinary character. The abolition of netting; the propagation 
and protection of fish; stocking the water with trout and grayling in a spawn- 
ing condition; the attempt to introduce salmon again into the Thames; the 
duties of their assistant river keepers; are all objects so important to the 
success of anglers that your committee cannot but hope that every ‘ true 
Waltonian” will deem it his duty to give them that support which, considering 
the benefits he receives, they have a right to 
expect. 


AMERICAN VIEWS UPON THE ENGLISH 


CHAMPIONSHIP. 


Tur New York Clipper of May the 10th has the 
following in connection with our Champion- 
phip:— 

5 ohn C. Heenan, having returned from Paris 
to London on the 15th ult., at once completed his 
preparations for joining Howes and Cushing’s 
Circus, and was announced to make his first ap- 
pearance with that concern on the 17th of April, 
at Wolverhampton, and so on through the pro- 
vincial towns of Great Britain, At present it is 
not the Boy’s intention to enter into a pugilistic 
match, but at the close of the circus season, our 
correspondent informs us, he will accommodate 
the champion with a meeting, should Mace feel 
disposed that way. It is also said that he will 
fight Mace without regard to the belt, or tho 
honours attached thereto, in accordance with the 
suggestion of the Clipper a few weeks since. This 
is well. We should certainly prefer to have the 
belt thrown aside altogether threat to permit it to 
be the cause of a termination to a match similar 
to that which attended the fight at Farnborough. 
Although it is pretty well known in England 
that Heenan does not mean to enter the pugilistic 
lists at present, yet his movements are closely 
watched, and the opinion is general that he will 
not return to America without having another 
trial in the fistic arena of England....... 
We are in receipt of later foreign advices of date 
April 19, but nothing of spécial import has oc- 
curred further in reference to the Benicia Boy or 
the Championship of England. In referring 
thereto, ‘our own’ correspondent, Edwin James, 
says that ‘Nat Langham will, after the Interna- 
tional Exhibition has closed, most likely make an 
effort to seek out some young ‘un to have a 
bout with Jem Mace, unless some one should turn 
up before.’ At present it appears as though 
Master Jem will have an easy time of it, from the 
fact that Tom King and he are s0 affectionately 
attached, and that Heenan is engaged for six 
months at a salary that puts the amount for a 
championship battle entirely in*the shade. It 
appears that the late rumour about ‘a young 
man from the country,’ who was to settle the 
Gipsy, is all bosh, and invented to draw 
customers to certain public-houses, a dodge that 
is often resorted to among the transatlantic 
sports. Not a very commendable method of 
gulling the public, certainly. The fact is, just 
about now, there appears to be no one among 
the redoubtable pugs of Great Britain who is 
Willing or able to face Mace in the P.R., and as 
Heenan is bound down by an engagement, and 
Tom Sayers being no longer allowed to act for 
himself, Mace can ‘hang up his fiddle and his 
bow,’ unless, as it is hinted, some other profes- 
sor of the art fistic from America should turn 
up. The names of Tim Heenan, Joe Coburn, 
Mike Norton, and Ed Price are mixed up some- 

what with prize ring talk on the other side, but 
it remains to be seen whether either of them is 
willing to try Jem’s metal. The chances would 
not be all against either one of them being suc- 
cessful, and even if they should be conquered 
their reputation would not suffer. However, as 
things are, we must wait, Micawber-like, for 
something or somebody to turn up, to give Mace 
a turn-up, and for the present the Championship 
of England will remain ‘as you were,’ or until 
Heenan’s circus engagentent expires, when, in all 
» probability, the ‘situation’ will be changed. In 
our next issue we shall, doubtless, be enabled to 
give the particulars of Heenan’s first appearance 


in a new character, and a letter from our cor- 


respondent stating how the Boy parades himself 


in the C.R., instead of the P.R., as he intended 


visiting Birmingham for that purpose soon after 
his last writing.” :

SPECTIVE GLANCE At THE DERBY, 


Tuouan the most brilliant anticipations were entertaine i 
York Spring Meeting it turned out but a poor affair, a fee rae, ve 
accounted for by the ‘‘line” certain stables had obtained through previous 
running; and it is a most remarkable circumstance that the leading four in the 
betting for the Great Northern Handicap held the foremost positions at the 
finish, while the three I selected to beat the field last week in this paper— 
which appeurs the Hirst, be it understood, of all the weekly journals a portion 
of whose space is devoted to turf matters—were among them. Asa rule I 
ownitise bad sign whien a writer is given to blow his own trumpet, but my 
prognostications, both on the Chester Meeting aud the York affair just past, 
were so Singularly verilied that I think Iam justified in giving one blast on 
the present occasion. On the first day of the York Meeting The Wizard gave 
further proof of being & ‘‘eur,” for he has the best of lvanhoff a quarter of 
a mile from homie, and it is cértainly a pity that this fine-looking son of West 
Australian should be found deiicient in the very quality that characterises the 
majority of English racehorses. Respecting the other events of the gatherlng 
T will only say that in Laura, the witner of the Zetland Stakes on Tuesday, 
one of the best tsvo-ycar-olds of the season hase been witnessed, and she is 
certain to pay her way in future encounters; and that the supporters of Ford- 
ham were in high feather during the meeting, that prince of modern jockeys 
scoring no fewer than four of the seven racés brought to a decision on the first 
day, and two of ihe five decided on the second. 

The meetings for the ensuing week are Bath and Harpenden, and at both 
places there will doubtless be the usual moves in connection with the 
Derby. The first-named gathering is generally big with the fate of the favour- 
ites, and on the présetit

6ecasidn the operations will doubtless be as narrowly 
watched as ever. Sevanitems are set for Tuesday and six for Wednesday 
but only nine races are completed up to the time Lam writing. : 

The first event tocall for notice is the Three-Yr-Old Biennial, in which Gemse 
Olive Branch, Elangowan, ‘Yolurno, The Kaave, and Ethel, wre engaged among 
the forty-two subscribers. Gemsehas not been doing much work lately and I 
am informed that Eliangowan wilt hot be pulled out till the Derby, so that the 

|main interest will rest with the other four, and of these OLIVE Brancn and 
Tue KNave are the best. 
_The Two-Year-Uld Biennial lias Obtained an entry of fifty-three, mogt of 
whom haye never yet shown in public. The form exhibited by Escape at 
' Chester, however, is quile good chough to stand against all comers, aud those 
who wish to be on hitn foi the “blue riband” of 1843 had better make their 
investments before the race. 

The Bath agdicep is a dangerous affair for me to meddle with; but Max- 
AT-ARMS, fit and well at the post, will take some beating with ail his weight; 
and for the Kelston Stakes f shall vote for Bonrmia. 

In the Western Stakes on Wednesday many are engaged who will doubtless 
perform in the Biennial ou the day previous; but it will take a good one to 


L 


beat Crrintua, and I can see nothing to interfere with her success at present ;_ 
and as Nutbush has left the turf Lord Stamford’s filly will be very hard to 
beat in the Badminton Stakes, though her penalty may cause her to knock 
under to old Kine oF THE Forest or BOHEMIA, 

For the Somersetshire Stakes a large field can hardly be expected, as recent 
running has settled the majority of the forty-seven acceptors. Wallace is at 
the top with 9st 6lb; but he could not beat Palestro at weight for age in the 
First Spring week, and the Yankee stable will, in all probability, send their 
other representative Optimist, who has too much to carry, None of the heavy 
yeights appear to have a chance down to Fitz-Avon, and he should run well 
after what he did in the City and Suburban, while Canary is well in, West 
End will run, and will doubiless be heavily backed; but he has deceived hig 
party so often that little faith can be placed in him, and Dusk, despite his 
victory at Chester, I take to be a moderate animal. Watchfire 
ran better than Dusk in tho Northamptonshire Stakes, and will 
do so again if he has recovered his staleness, while Costa ought 
to beat the pair. Caractacus cut up awfully in the Great Northern 
Handicap, and he must haye been a greatly overrated horse from the com- 
mencement. Still ho has a light weight on the present occasion, and may 
bring some balm to Mr. Snewing for the series of disappointments he has 
caused him. I have heard good accounts of Captine, a filly by the Napper out 
of Plush; and if Mr. Payne runs her instead of Shipwreck no liberties must bo 
taken, though 1 cannot have her against tried performers like Caractacus and 
Sappho, and if the last-named is intended I care not about looking farther 
for the winner. On public form she is a long way the most worthy. 

As the time is now rapidly approaching for the decision of the great event 
on the Surrey hills, it will not be out of place if I take a cursory View of its 

robabilitics. It is a somewhat remarkable circumstance that, with all the 

eavy investments that haye lately taken place on other horses, the position 
held throughout the winter by Buckstone has been little effected, andhe remains 
now ® firmer favourite than ever he was. The Two ‘Thousand was 2 very fair 
run race; and separating The Marquis, the Stockwell colt, and Caterer from 
the lot who contested it, it seems any odds against the others, and, in fact, any 
price can be obtained against them. Then we have Ensign, who, albeit the 
best of the three-yr-olds who ran in the Derby Trial Plate, must be far from a 
good one, At.any rate he does not present those attractions possessed hy The 
Marquis and Buckstone, neither does he look so rosy as the Middleham horses, 
Zetland, the Stockwell colt,and Neptunus. Lord Glasgow’s colt will perform 
on his merits, but I have strong reasons for supposing that it will be a ‘* mix 
up” with the other two, and that Zetland will run for Mr. Jackson's money. 
He will be one of the most improved horses in the race, and all the good judges 
are ontoaman, Caterer will also be fitter to run than he was at Newmarket, 
hut I cannot see how he is to overthrow, The Marquis, and thus,in my opinion, 
the race comes within a very narrow compass. ‘the Marquis will beat all the 
lot seen out this year, and Zetland and Buckstone I take to be the pick of the 
others, with the exception, perhaps, of Norroy, a fine-looking colt in the interest 
of Baron Rothschild, who has been highly tried with King of Diamonds within 
the last two days. Norroy, J am told, is a real good ouisider, and though not 
more than-40 ta 1 can now-be obtained the odds are still tempting. Iam not 
sanguine enough to say that he will win, but he is worth backing for hedging 
purposes, and a trifle on him for a place might not be thrown away. For win- 
ning henours, however, 1 entertain the greatest predilection for ZETLAND, at 
present, and I think Bucksrone will be found a better animal than the Two 
‘Thousand hero. COUNSELLOR.

YORK SPRING MELTING. 
Tuts meeting commenced on Tuesday and extended over Wednesday. The 
weather was {ime, but the attendance was limited, ‘ihe course was In much 
better condition than heretofore, being now admirably drained, and, conse- 
quently, not particularly affected by the late heavy rains. On‘ uesday there 
were seven races on the card, commencing with the Craven Stakes, for which 
five went to the post. ‘the race resulted in the victory of the favourite, 
Welcome, belonging to John Scott's stable, by about balf a length.

MR. W. WOODBRIDGE, THE ONE-LEGGED SWIMMER. 


S Wii Male. 


w0CKF, one of the most astute authors upon the understanding we ever 
had, wisely foreshadowed that advanced years of civilisation in which we are 
blessed to live, when he seriously remarked that swimming ought to form part 
of every boy’s education. A more useful, health-inspiring, manly art, or even 
graceful accomplishment in its way, cannot be descanted upon in the narrow 
limits of newspaper columns. Itis essentially useful and necessary ag one of 
the safeguards to our lives, which we are bound by an all-wise Providence to 
devote to purposes of good; and the blue-jackets, who are identical with the 
wooden walls of Old England, or her more modernised iron-clad vessels to 
boot, would not feel one half so much security in every climo where they have 
floated ‘the flag that braved a thousand years, the battle and the breeze,” if 
they had not been duly initiated into the expedient art of natation before they 
had tasted salt water, and “left their country for their country’s good.” As 
to its being a health-inspiring pastime, who would venture to gainsay it. Who 
would be without his constant daily ablution and bath? There is much 
meaning in the old remark, that cleanliness is a virtue; and the origin of 
public baths in this island, although only instituted but in compara- 
lively recent years, was only closely following out the learned precepts 
of the Greeks and Romans, aye, and the Wise Men of the East likewise. Never 
indeed did Hindoo enthusiast yearn for the sacred waters of the Ganges, 
or leper hopingly trust in the healing stream of Jordan, than the age spring 
up to gird the vigorous loins of lusty manhood gladly re-echo the warning that 
they must to their bath, and its necessary accompaniment—swimming. To 
pursue every provision of our theme, is it not a manly art? Itis not untillate 
years that this subject, which is of really vital importance, has excited the 
most serious attention from the brightest and best in our land downwards. 
The youthful members of the Royal Family have been made acquainted with 
its practical utility, and to what end also accomplishment may be attained in 
the art of swimming? Habitues of the chief continental cities follow suit; and 
we see the fair bagneuse of England revelling, as is her wont every revolving 
summer, as the fatal chariot is advancing surely towards unrecorded time, in 
the invigorating current of our extended streams, and at the highly picturesque 
coasts of our sea-girt isle—fitting type of future motherhood, and fitting mate 
of healthy progenitors of a social race unequalled in the four quarters of the 
globe, Who, forsooth, can asseverate such arts, such acts of natation do not 
worthily become an age intended to arrest degeneracy and deeadence 
of physical acquirement! Who, indeed! From the romantic days 
when Leander crossed the Hellespont, to visit the beauteous Hero, 
swimming has become more and more popular; and all readers will 
doubtless recollect the stanzas in which he commemorated so graceful 
an act at the shrine of love fand affection. The Lord of N ewstead himself, 
fired with emulative enthusiasm, swam from the European shore at the point 
which juts out into the Hellespont, near the town of Sestos. On another 
oceasion he swam across the Tagus, an exceedingly rapid river, the passage of 
which took him three hours to perform. In company with two other excellerft 
swimmers, the Chevalier Mingaldoand Mr. Alexander Scott, his lordship 
swam from the island of Lido to Venice. At the entrance of the Grand Canal 
the chevalier was lost sight of. Scott swam on past the Rialto, where he got 
out, less from fatigue than chill. Lord Byron continued his course to Santa 
Chiara, comprising the whole of the Grand Canal (besides the distance from 
the Lido), and got out where the Laguna once more opens to Facino. He wasin 
the water without helpor rest, and never touching ground or boat, four hours and 
twenty minutes. Marvellous tales have been told of the swimming of the South Sea 
Islanders, but, perhaps, the longest distance was that performed on the 6th of 
October, 1855, by Brock, of Yarmouth, commonly called there “Brock the 
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| swimmer.” Late in the evening of that day the boat to which he belonged was 


capsized in a gale, and he was actually for seven hours and a-half, on an 
October night, swimming hefore he found himself safe on board the brig 
Betsy, of Sunderland. A detailed account of this remarkable escape will Le 
found in the Sporting Magazine for July, 1839. At Malta there are, perhaps, 
more swimmers than in any other country, for there is scarcely aman, woman, 
or child there who is not a good swimmer, and bathing is practised to a very 
great extent, and is considered one of the domestic duties of the inhabitants, 
New Zealand is literaty swarmed with votaries of both sexes to the health- 
giving pursuit, Every one will recollect the cortege of the Red Men, in April, 
1844, to the Holborn Baths, where Flying Gull and Tobacco swam their 130ft. in 
less thanhalf a minute, despite their totally un-European style of swimming. In 
the Normal Swimming School of Denmark, rather betterthan twenty years back, 
there wereno less thanone hundred masters destined to teach the art through- 
out the kingdom. In France, Vienna, Copenhagen, Stockholm, Berne, Amster 
dam, &c., similar means were adopted, and very few persons are cntirely 
destitute of a knowledge of the art. A Brahmin swimmer contended at the 
same baths in May, 1845, but was beat by Messrs. W. Turner and J. Styles, in 
the same easy way Mr. Kenworthy disposed of Flying Gull, mentioned above. 
Various clubs have been started in London and several leading provincial 
towns, which we shall more particularly note, if time and the tide serves, at 
another opportunity. Our attention must be paid, and right willingly too, to 
the celebrated Beckwith swimming family, whose portraits we now give. Our 
opinion of the talented master and his wondrously-clever children has been 
before given, and we cannot do better than endorse the verdict by an extract 
worthy of Christopher Wilson himself, from Chambers’s Edinburgh Journal, 
of December 7, 1860, entitled, ‘‘Meliboeus at the Bath :"— . 

“But here, look, is the champion swimmer (Beckwith), who is worth all the 
divers in the world. : : 

“The gentleman in question was just being received with raptures by the 
company; a rather undersized and slightly built man of about eight-and-thirty, 
but with a well developed and powerful chest. ¢ 7 

“*And where are his ‘ talented family ?'’ inquired Meliboeus anxiously. 

“* They're a-coming allin good time,’ wheezed the fat man; ‘but this is the 
realtreat. Talk about diving! This un has swum the river Where the barges 
are, dipping under every one, and being keel-hauled like by the tide beneath 
each, and he thought nothing of it. [remember him, when he Was training 
for the championship, swimming from Putney to Mortlake at night-time, all in 
the dark, so as nobody but them as went with him should know how quick he 
didit. That ere Deerfoot as there is so much talk about, the Injun—and for 
my part I doubt whether he is an Injun at all; I don’t believe he'd keep his 
colour in the water; he’d come out white—fancy him a-challenging that ere 
man toswim! Hark, he’s a-talking about him now. You listen.’ 

“The champion was explaining, before commencing his entertainment, that 
he had been challenged by Deerfoot, but that noble savage had subsequently 
thought better of it. ‘I am ready toswim any man in the world,’ said he, 
‘from one mile to five miles in any water, and for not less than a hundred 
pounds.’—Splash. 

“This man really was a wonderful swimmer. He floated, he dived, he trod 
water; he swam like a fish, like a duck, like a dog—that is, he paddled, after

the manner used by his would-have-been opponent, the Indian; he swam with 
one arm in air, with one leg in air, and with both arms in air. 

“<«Tf he had had the misfortune to have lived in good old times, and been 
mistaken for a witch, and cast into the water bound hand and foot,’ observed 
Meliboeus, ‘that man would have swum then, and triumphantly refuted his 
calumniators.’ 

“We were neither of us, however, at all prepared to see this very thing done 
which happened next. After the rest of his exploits were finished they tied 
the champion’s feet together, as likewise his hands, and pushed him (since he 
could not jump) off the diving-board; and, even hampered thus, he made his 
way to the other end of the bath at a very fair speed. After this (‘the Public’ 
having been previously requested to attire itself) was introduced his + talented 
family.’ This consisted of No. 1,a young lady aged seven, in a tight-fitting 
red silk dress, whom, to judge by her achievements, Nature appeared to have 
constructed upon a new principle, involving the substitution of cork for bone. 
She swam with astonishing grace, and kissed her fingers to the company as she 
floated upon the wave, like any pocket syren. 

““* She really does seem to enjoy herself,’ observed I, ‘for whenever she has 
any breath to spare she laughs with it.’ 

‘**[ hope itis so,’ said Meliboeus, ‘but it is possible she only does it to get 
rid of her specific gravity. These exhibitions of children always make my heart 
ache.’ 

“No. 2, a young gentleman aged six, whose cradle must have been laid, like 
that of Moses, upon bulrushes, and whose first walk must have been taken in 
direction of the river, was now introduced to us. When he fioated on the 
surface after his exertions, with his little hands clasped prayerfully before 
him, like a juvenile Christian martyr, I thought Meliboeus would have cried 
outright. é 

“No. 3 did cry outright, poor little fellow, but that was upon his own account. 
He was only three years old, and about a foot in height, and the drop from tho 
diving-board looked awful to him (as well it might), and the water rather cold. 
Then his father, the champion, whispered to him—insonsistently enough—‘ to 
be a man, and then he should have a lollipop,’ and there was a very tiny splash, 
as if three pennyworth of halfpence had been chucked in, and lo, a little 
creature upon its back, making blindly for the nearest steps, like an earwig 
who finds himself in a slop-basin, But his father guided this tiny boy by signs, 
and when he neared the bank, held out a crooked stick, and so drew the 
darling in. 

“* {can’t stand this,’ quoth Meliboeus; 
baby next. : 

“But we had not seen the last and least, and in a very few minutes the 
duodecimo swimmer had got his very small-clothes on again, and was sucking 
something with great gusto. 

“*Well,’ said Meliboeus, as we left hall, ‘I am really pleased. This placo 
cannot but be a blessing to the neighbourhood. How trae is it that cleanliness 
is akin to godliness, for among so many people, and in a place where tha 
echoes repeat every word, I did not hear a single wicked word.’ 

“* Indeed,’ said I—for the opportunity was not to be resisted—‘ for my part, 
I was not listening for them.’ 

““*T have heard something like that before,’ returned Meliboeus, drily, 

“«The champion is well worth .seeing,’ continued J, taking no notice 
of this miserable attempt at distraction, ‘and the family is certainly 
talented.’ 

‘“**T should not say talented so much ag web-footed,’ remarked Meliboeus, 
with modest self-appreciation; ‘and if one were really born so I do not 
doubt but that the champion would only consider the child more of a duck.’ 

‘““*Tam much mistaken if I have not heard an observation similar to that 
before, my friend.’ 

“But Meliboeus made no answer, being somewhat unnecessarily pre-oceupicd& 
in calling a cab.”
